The hoinelr phrase, "A short Korse is soon.,curried," found 


striking exemplieation at the brief and perfectory meeting of the 
Fifth District Democratic committee called for 11 a. m. today at 
the Chamber of Commerce. Summoned for the purpose of deter- 
mining the method of nominating a candidate for the House of Rep- 
resentatives for the Fifth District of Virginia, a motion made and 
seconded elicited no debate, and on the question being put viva -voce 
the committee gave its unanimous voice in approval of the resolution 
of T. L. Clark, of Patrick county, seconded by C. A. Osborne. of 
Charlotte county, declaring that it is the sense of the committee that 
the nomination be made by primary. Nine of tfre ten members of 
the committee were present and acquiesced in the approval of the 
resolution. 


It was the first time, in the history 


ojC the ' District committee, perhaps, 
that nothine even resembling a speech 
had been "made. Some 
significance 


may be attached to the fact '.hat the 
motion to nominate by primary was 
made by Mr. Clark, of Patrick. Repre- 
sentative Hooker's loyal and devoted 
home county, and that it was second- 
pd by Mr- Osborne, from the county of 
Charlotte in the eastern end of the 
district 
Such action is taken to be 
clearly indicative that Mr. Hooker had 
no preference for the convention plan.

thetic Strike—Working Class 


Is Hard Hit.

LONDON. 
March 
22 —Omnibus 
and tramway service ceased last night 
as a result of demads by tramway 
employes for higher wages and a 
sympathetic walkout by omnibus men 
t The first sufferers were hundreds 
of night workers employed by news- 
papers, hotels and central markets 
who depend on the trams to reach 
their homes, as the railroads here 
shut down soon after midnight for 
some hours. 
] 


The biggest railway sjstem affected 
is that run bj the London County 
Council, which has 163 miles of track 
but several privately owned systems 
also are involved and these are spread 
over a wide area, serving districts far 
beyond the immediate suburbs. 


About 3.500" omnibuses are tied up, 


depriving not onlj London itself but 
many rural and semi-rural areas of 
cheap transportation, as many of the 
bus routes extend to places 20 or 30 
mil«s outside the city. 
It' is estimated that the trams and 
buses together carrj nearly 7,000,000 
persons daily, many of -whom, espe- 
cially among the poorer workers, 
must otherwise walk. There is a pos- 
sibility that subway employes will join 
the strike.

when asked about the increase this 
morning stated that the advance \vas 
noted chiefly on low grade coffees and 
that the better grades were not much 
affected

"W hen Brazil places a limit 


on the crop there is a shortage in sup- 
ply. This limit is emphasized by the 
fact that the restricted crop includes 
second-grade coffee, which this year 
is larger than usual 
Increase in cost of Brazilian coffee 


affects' prices of the product of Mexi- 
co, Colombia and Venuezuela. 
The 


result that all coffee costs more to the 
consumer 
In America the situation is the more 


acute, because, while supplv has de- 
creased, the demand is growing rapid- 
ly, the more so since piohibition came 
into effect. Such demand is being met 
by more and more scientific attention 
to the production and treatment of 
coffee 
While the higher grades are 


becoming better, the 
medium and 


lower grades are showing less quality. 


In 1S92 American consumption of 


coffee totalled 2,500.000 bags, in 1902. 
4 750.000 bags- 
in 1912 7,500.000 


in 1023, more than 10,000.000 bags— 
and the end is not >et. 
There are ahout 4 cups of coffee to 


the pound 
Thus, a 5-cent increase 


per pound would mean one-eighth of 
a cent a cup. But, suppose good cof- 
fee does cost 50 centi per pound, to 
turn to a cheaper coffee at the old 
price would mean a saving of only 
about 4 cents a month to the one-cup-
